Mary Deislinger, one of the 
association's founders, issued an 
invitation to all members to join in 
a discussion on the honor roll, 
interim reports, and detention, 

This led committeemen Bridget 
Zukas to ask who authorized the 
group. She maintained that the 
words "Wilmington" and "school" 
in their title implied a connection 
with the school department. She 
said in order to be associated with 
the Wilmington system, the group 
would need the committee's 
approval and would have to follow 
committee guidelines. Zukas added 
that, unlike the parent advisory 
groups, tlie association could not be 
Officially recognized as an arm of 
the system at this time. 

Deislinger shot back that the 
group's intent is to be a separate 
parents organization formed to 
address townwide issues not 
covered by the PACs 

Other committee members 
supported the association's 
existence. 

Saying one member does not 
speak for the entire committee, 
James Demos told Deislinger "I 
have no problem with the 
committee being out there." He 
said he felt the formation of such a 
group was "healthy." ‘ 

Robert Surran stated that any 
time parents get together .to 
enhance the educational system he 
would support them. 

The association meets on a 
monthly basis at the Fourth of July 
Building to discuss a number of 
issues relative to Wilmington

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Move to suspend superintendent 
fails in second attempt

A second attempt to suspend 
School Superintendent Robert Ho- 
ran for the use of profanity failed 
in a three to three vote of the 
Wilmington School Committee 
Wednesday night 

The motion to suspend Horan for 
‘a minimum of three days came 
from James Demos, who said he 
wanted "to serve notice that this 
committee will not tolerate such 
behavior." 

Just two weeks ago, committee 
member Shirley Callan motioned to 
suspend Horan for a five day period 
for improper behavior ynd an 
alleged verbal attack apAnst her 
April 8. That motion failed for lack 
of a second, 

At that meeting, Horan admitted 
to the use of profanity 

Demos said he waited a week to 
bring the subject up again to avoid 
making a rash decision. He added a 
superintendent should exhibit 
control and be a good role model to 
students and, the fact that Horan 
admitted he used profanity, 
“bothered” him. 

Chairman Tony Accardi 
informed Demos a suspension 
hearing required 48 hours notice to 
allow Horan to have his attorney 
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present. Accardi, Robert Surran, 
and Bridget Zukas voted against 
scheduling a hearing. Demos, 
Callan, and Michael Thomas 
favored the move. 

Horan defended his actions with 
Callan as “an appropriate reaction 
to the situation,” He claimed at the 
time he had been under stress from 
bringing his critically ill brother 
back from the Dominican Republic 


"I have shown empathy and 
sensitivity to Mes nN many 
times," said Hégan, agding there 


were many "hot nights’ in his years 
with the system when he had 
exhibited control 

"I's just incomprehensible to me 


to take one small incident and 
attempt to smear someone,” Horan 
said. He questioned, also, if the 
board would take action against 
Callan if he brought in a witness to 
prove she had lied. 

Accardi urged members to put 
the whole issue behind them, saying 
it was "a disservice to the system” 
to keep bringing it up. 

Earlier, Thomas angered Horan 
by suggesting the board review the 
superintendent's performance in 
order to complete his file before he 
leaves the system. Horan stated that 
he had fulfilled the terms of his 
contract when he submitted to an 
evaluation last fall

nears for Kidsplace

One month remains before the 
long awaited Kidsplace playground 
begins to take shape.

At that 
time, at least 650 volunteers will 
work in three shifts, beginning at 
7:30 a.m., to help build the creative 
playground at the Shawsheen 
School site from the ground up. 

During the construction phase, 
lunch and dinner will be provided 
for woikers only and free child 
care will be available for children 
aged two and a half to nine years 
old, The youngsters will enjoy 
planned activities and a special visit 
from the McDonald Hamburgler on 
Saturday. 

Once they come on site, all 
volunteers are asked to go to the 
volunteer table for a work 
assignment. Four foremen and two 
supervisors from the architect's 
office will oversee the work. 

Residents can either bring their 
own tools with them or sign up for 
donated tools on site. Barbara's 
husband John is currently in the 
process of collecting tools which 
will be kept for the full five days 
and secured in a trailer on site. 
Residents and contractors who have 
any tools and equipment to donate 
are assured of replacement if they 
are lost or broken. Some of the 
more important items still needed 
are a saw buck, a radial saw, 
catpenter protractors, a 
compressor 120 psi, 30 extension 
cords #12 and #14, and "many, 
many” sawhorses. A total list of

Linkage fees proposed to 
finance affordable housing

Wilmington could obtain over 
one million dollars annually for 
affordable housing if it were to 
pursue the concept of linkage 
payments or fees that would be 
assessed on construction in non- 
residential districts. 

This was the startling news 
conveyed to members of the 
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Affordable Housing Task Force last 
Thursday by consultant Bob Cati- 
neau. The issue came up during a 
discussion of four warrant articles 
being prepared for a future town 
meeting to increase Wilmington's 
supply of lower cost homes 
According to Catineau, this 
“staggering” sum would come out 
of the pockets of industries wanting 
to add on to their facilities. The 
town, he said, could require 
industries to pay five percent of the 
construction value of the proposed 
building floor area above that 
allowed by right. The money would 
go into a housing fund to help 
develop affordable housing. The 
actual linkage would be applied 
when the owner went to seek a 
special permit to expand through 
the planning board. 
Catineau maintained that linkage 
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makes sense for Wilmington, 
especially if the pace of recent 
development continues. He said that 
such rapid growth places extra 
burdens on the town and the town 
should get something in return. 

Consultant Lynn Leab said the 
linkage plan would help provide a 
necessary funding source for town 
sponsored housing projects. It 
would also be an alternative to the 
real estate transfer tax few 
members favored, 

Also under discussion was an 
amendment to the Planned 
Residential Development (PRD) 
bylaw. The amendment would take 
PRD proposals out of the hands of 
town meeting voters and give final 
authority to the planning board, 
which upon review could grant a 
special permit. Catineau said 
previously in return for giving up 
the town meeting vote, density in a 
PRD zone should not increase 
beyond the current residential zone 
within which the tract is located.

Kidsplace will officially open to 
the public Sunday night, following 
a ribbon cutting ceremony 
complete with helium balloons, a 
large cake, and equally large sighs 
of relief that the work is, for the 
most part, complete, 


"We're very excited," said 
Cannon, inciuding her hard 
working committee in her 


comments. "We know what we're 
getting. I don't think others in town 
can visualize the finished product. 
When they see it, they're not going 
to believe it,” she added. 

The impetus to pursue the 
playspace, which has room for 
almost 150 children at one time, 
originally came from Shawsheen 
School Principal Robert Coffill, 
said Cannon. Once the decision to 
move ahead was made in March of 
1987, architect Robert Leathers 
paid a visit to the school system to 
draw up a design unique to 
Wilmington, That design includes 
over 60 functioning apparatus 
including a huge whals. a fort, 
suspension bridges and tire swings, 
an ampitheater that seats 70, and a 
section for the handicapped. The 
playground will occupy 10,000 
square feet of play area outside the 
tennis courts at the Shawsheen 
School. 

Various committees were initially 
formed, including a childrens 
committee which was responsible 
for creating publicity posters and 
writing thank you notes to 
businesses and individuals who so 
generously donated funds. 

The childrens committee now is 
busy preparing a time capsule 
which will be buried on site during 
Construction Weekend. According 
to Cannon, the students plan to put a

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Oakridge Commons 
project moves ahead

The 16-unit Oakridge Commons 
condominium project proposed for 
Oakridge Circle in Wilmington is 
moving ahead. 

Proponents Joseph and Gloria 
Raetano applied for funding in 
March througlt.the state's Home- 
owership Opportunity Program 
and filed an Environmental 
Notification Form on the site. 

In an informal discussion with the 
Wilmington Planning Board Tues- 
day night, the Raetanos said they 
have yet to file an application for a 
comprehensive permit because they 
need site approval first, whick the 
state says is tied to the funding 
round, 

They explained that they antici- 
pate funding approval, if not in this 
round then through the state's 
Discretionary Fund, which is set 
aside for smaller affordable 
housing projects. 

The Raetanos said if they are 
tumed down or if the board recom- 
mends a single family development, 
they could go with five homes on 
the site using the town's subdivision 
regulations. Under those regula- 
tions, said planners, the 50 foot 
right of way would have to be 
waived to 40 feet and something 
may have to be done with present 
plans calling for a communal septic 
system for all units. This last, said 
the proponents, was approved by 
the health director, 

The development had been dis- 
cussed at a previous meeting of the 
Affordable Housing Task Force, At 
that time, approximately 20 neigh- 
bors had come out to complain 
about density and other issues. 

The proponents admitted the 
project exceeds HOP requirements 
and is only 25 feet away from the 
closest abutters’ property lines. But 


Form A 
creates 
confusion

Two plans for the same parcel of 
land caused some confusion and 
consternation among members of 
the Wilmington Planning Board at 
their meeting Tuesday evening. 
The land in question is located 
adjacent to the Elm Street area 
behind Stelios Restaurant. 

‘The two plans had been submitted 
at different times. The first plan 
had been submitted in 1985 and was 
filed though never recorded in land 
court. The second plan came before 
planners Tuesday night in the form 
of a Form A. Developers some- 
times submit a'Form A to see if the 
board will agree to avoid going 
through the more costly and 
involved subdivision process. The 
second plan does away with one 
road on the site and redistributes 
the land to four adjacent lots, 

Chairman Carole Hamilton noted 
that the first plan had lots which 
most closely conform to subdivi- 
sion control, She added that the 
plan also had official map 
conditions on it. 

Owner Ed Hill and his attorney 
Joe Courtney said the plan had been 
before the board of appeals in 1985 
for a variance. Planning Coordina- 
tor Sandra Murphy said they would 
have to reapply for the variance if 
they go with the first plan because 
too much time had elapsed for 
bonding. Courtney said he was 
prepared to do that, if that was the 
wish of the board. 

Planners seemed to have 
problems with the fact that there 
was more than one plan, the status 
of the site in land court was 
uncertain, and the year to follow 
through on bonding had run out. 
They suggested Courtney backtrack 
and withdraw the Form A for the 
second plan and seek a revised 
official map variance from 
members of the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals.

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Emergency Committee refines 
company site plan requirement

The Local Emergency Planning 
Committee on Monday formulated 
a site specific plan to be filled out 
by all Wilmington companies 
falling under SARA (Superfund 
Amendment Reauthorization Act) 
Title III regulations. The plan 
would aid emergency personnel 
such as police and fire officials in 
case of a chemical spill in 
Wilmington. 

Members decided the plan would 
contain the following: phone num- 
bers of contact people in case of an 
emergency, a list of chemicals 
falling under the province of Title 
Ill, transportation routes used by 
each company, sensitive facilities 
like schools located near the 
companies, an inventory of 
emergency equipment at each plant, 
an overview of the plant and the 
surrounding area, and a layout of 
rooms within the plant. Also 


included in the plan will be several 
detailed maps of the town showing 
such things as wetlands which could 
be affected by chemicals and 
transportation routes. 

It is expected the plan will be 
finalized within two weeks and sent 
to companies which will fill them 
‘out and return them for inclusion in 
a townwide contingency plan. By 
law, the contingency plan has to be 
complete by October. Each town 
and city in Massachusetts is under 
the same constraints to work out an 
individual plan. 

During the afternoon's 
discussion, there was a general 
determination to keep trucks 
transporting any hazardous 
materials out of residential areas, 
Members said industries should be 
bound by transportation routes they 
outline on their site plan.

The Middlesex County Charter Commission its 
counterparts in eight other Massachusetts counties has been 
cut off at the pass due to political opposition on Beacon 
Hill.. That's according to State Senator Bill Golden, 
Chairman of the Joint Committee on Counties, who says 
the charter reform bills will "have a tough going in the 
Legislature.” 

Since early this year, the elected members of the 
Middlesex County Charter Commission have studied the 
viability of county government, long criticized by many in 
the state as a bastion for cronyism. When they're 
recommendations were recently finalized, the 'reform' 
package went to Beacon Hill for approval from 
lawmakers, as requisite prior to being put on the 
November ballot. 

Unfortunately for the charter commission, its endless 
hours of debate could be all for nothing. In an interview 
Monday evening, Senator Golden said, "I'm not optimistic 
about these bills passing.” The bills are the proposed 
charters from eight counties in the state, none of which 
presents the option for dismantling county government all 
together, otherwise know as abolition. 

Golden, who since taking over the chairmanship of the 
Joint Committee on Counties has toured each of the 14 
counties in Massachusetts, says that a review of county 
governments was necessary because they have been "going 
the way of the dinosaur." At the same time, Golden 
pointed to the differences among the counties in the state, 
saying, "Basically it's such a diversity it's like the blind 
man describing the elephant." Golden went on to say, 
"Some are affective, and others are a shadow of 
government removed from the citizens, and not perceived 
as necessary." 

“Removed from the citizens and not perceived as 
necessary" is probably the most polite and diplomatic way 
to describe the County of Middlesex. Our beloved county 
government is probably better known for its indictments 
than its accomplishments. As a result, voters have not been 
served well by the Middlesex County Charter Commission 
which never gave serious consideration to abolition. 

So the opposition on Beacon Hill may be a positive 
development for citizens that want to put the dinosaur out 
of its misery. Sen, Golden is now quickly drafting 
legislation that will create a menu of reform options for 
the charter commissions to choose from, that are 
acceptable to the Legislature. And the good news is that 
Golden expects that one of the options to be put before 
voters in November will be abolition, "There are some 
legislators who favor abolition, and they may insist that 
abolition be put on the ballot", said Golden. 

Local legislators seem to be split on the abolition issue. 
Rep. Jim Miceli says he "would insist" on voters being 
given the option, while Rep. Geoff Beckwith says "the 
county does provide some vital services" and should be 
preserved. 

Sen. Bob Buell favors increasing the number of county 
commissioners and is also leery of abolition being a choice 
on the Novembér ballot. Buell said with tongue in cheek, 
"If you gave people a choice to abolish the Legislature, 
they'd probably do that too (Hmmm, now there's an idea].” 

Meanwhile, everyone from legislators on down agrees 
that Middlesex County is presently being stripped of its 
functional responsibilities. Sen. Buell noted that "the 
minute we take the jails away from the county, you can 
wrap them up and say goodbye." 

The right to say goodbye to Middlesex County was 
denied us by the charter commission. But thanks to the 
Legislature we might still be able to bid farewell to the 
dinosaur. 


Ho, tell us what you think! 
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Democracy Town Meeting 


Thomas Jefferson something less than 200 years ago described 
the New England Town Meeting as the finest of democratic 


government. Possibly those were not his exact words, but that was 
his meaning. 

Tewksbury and Wilmington have just completed their annual 
town meetings for the year 1988. ‘Were they, individually, the best 
demonstration of a democratic government? 

Well, not exactly. 

The number of voters was low, in both towns. If someone were 
to say that five percent of the voters was in attendance that person 
would be guilty of a misstatement. 

Mostly, those present were persons who had a direct interest in 
the outcome of financial, zoning, and similar issues to be 
discussed. But, in both towns, there were voters who were present 
not for those reasons, but fcr reasons of good government. 

In the past 25 years Wilmington has generally completed its 
town meeting in one day. In 1988 there had to be two sessions. 
Good intentions’ ruined the day. 

The Tewksbury town meeting took four sessions. Everything 
considered that was not too bad. Previous town meetings have 
been longer. 

Th Wilmington selectmen, alas, were trying to be nice people. 
They included two special town meetintgs as part of the program 
for the same day. There was long debate in those special town 
meetings. Everything just got bogged down. 

Today there is a danger in having second, third and fourth 
sessions. Maybe no one will show up. Maybe there will be too few 
voters to constitute #quorum. 

There is one item in Tewksbury which deserves mention. Not 
for itself, but for the future of town meetings of Tewksbury. 

In one of the later sessions this year a number of voters showed 
up in a bus. They were mostly senior citizens. 

Those voters moved reconsideration of an article which had 
been defeated in a previous session. They succeeded in getting 
their article successfully voted, and with an increase in financing. 

That article serves to remind voters of the time a senior center 
was voted in Tewksbury, a few years ago. 

Senior citizens were present for that town meeting, having been 
transported to the meeting in three buses. One person acted as the 
bell wether. When he stood up all the senior citizens stood up. 
When he sat down the senior citizens sat. 

It is a nice story, amusing in an historical concept. And everyone 
agrees that the center for Tewksbury's senior citizens is a nice 
place, well attended. 

Add to that item another story, which took place this year in 
Tewksbury. Involved was a matter of zoning, near an area of 
Tewksbury in which there are condominiums. 

Condominium owners were present in the meeting, and they 
defeated the zoning article. 

Again, there is no immediate argument, but it is the portent of 
these stories which must be considered. 

There are four areas in Tewksbury in which there are 
condominiums. It seems there will be more. Each area has an 
association, and an individual of the association who is the 
president. 

The condominiums of Tewksbury were allowed on the premises 
that they would be responsible for their own snow plowing, 
rubbish collection, etc. etc, The premises were reached on a 
friendly basis several years ago. 

It is possible that something could happen to upset the 
condominium owners - perhaps snow plowing, perhaps some 
other subject. They could get together, to plan meeting action, as 
has just now occured in the zoning article. 

No one really wants to see it, but the presidents of five or more 
condominium associations could well be more powerful in a town 
meeting than Tewksbury's five selectmen. 


Deadlock

Some said the board's inability to break their deadlock 
Wednesday was ridiculous. Some said it was a disgrace. Many 
said it was politically motivated. And most agreed it was a 
disservice to the entire town. 

For the second time in three weeks, the Wilmington School 
Committee failed to elect a new chairman. The final tally was a 
three to three tie. 

From an observer's perspective, there seems to be only four 
solutions. 

One solution is to have one of the six member board change his 
or her vote. Judging from the determination of the two factions to 
stick together, this is hardly likely to occur, 

A second solution is to have someone like the superintendent cast 
the tie-breaking vote. But according to the present chairman, 
there is no provision for that under current regulations. 

A third solution is to rewrite the rules, providing for either a 
way to break the tie or to create a seven member board. That 
might take a very long time. 

A last solution is to recall the whole committee and elect a new 
board. This plan has merit. Just think of all that could be 
accomplished without bickering, personalities, and politics getting 
in the way. A committee which could consisiently stick to 
educational matters would be a plus for the entire school system. 

Last Wednesday, onlookers caught a glimpse of what could be as 
members discussed speech pathology, sixth grade scheduling 
changes, mainstreaming, and the special education transportation 
bid, For the most part, it was an excellent give and take session on 
strictly educational matters. Though some people may find these 
type of meetings boring, a good part of Wednesday's meeting was 
an example of an effective school board in action. . 

Wilmington residents should contact school committee 
members, make their feelings known, and urge that a compromise 
solution be reached that would be fair to all concerned. While 
Tony Accardi has served well as chairman, many would agree that 
achange in leadership is now overdue.

another train might be coming. A 
‘red button lets you switch so you 
won't hit another train, We were 
going through a_ tunnel 
underground and when we got out 
‘of the tunnel, there was another 
train coming toward us. So we 
pressed the red button and it 
‘switched us off onto another track 
and we didn't hit the other train, 

‘e got off the T and walked 
toward the Statehouse. We went 
inside and walked to where our 
computer was and we started to 
write this story. 

There were 24 other schools 
represented at the Statehouse, also. 
We saw Logo, “Where in the 
World is Carmen Sandiego" and 
“Painting Plus.” Logi is a turtle that 


draws pictures. We saw a lifesize 
Logo turtle robot that draws and 
moves around by commands 
written on a computer. "Where in 
the World is Carmen Sandiego" is 
@ game that pretends you're a 
detective and teaches you about 
countries. "Paintbrush Plus” is a 


drawing game that has 
paintbrushes, pencils, and erasers. 
You can change colors. 


Then we went to the House of 


Representatives in the Statehouse. 
We saw it in session. You have to be 
quiet and you can't take any food or 
drinks in and there is no picture 
taking. There is a very high ceiling. 
Mr. Keverian, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, talks 
very fast. In the House of 
Representatives there are a lot of 
chairs where people can sit. There 
were desks that looked like our 
school. Sometimes there are a lot of 
people there and sometimes there 
are not. There are many statues and 
paintings in the Statehouse. It is a 
nice place, We saw a machine called 
an electric lift. The machine lifted 
people to things that were too high 
to reach to fix, such as lights. We 
saw lots of flags and paintings, too. 
We asked a lady at a desk where 
Governor Dukakis’ office was. She 
took us to the Governor's waiting 
room where we saw Janet Woo, a 
TV reporter who reports from the 
Statehouse. Unfortunately, we did 
not see the Governor, but if we 
didn't have to catch our school 
minibus, we might have. We saw 
his press secretary and we saw the 
Gorvernor's window, which was 
open. \ 
We went back to the school on a 
minibus. We learned and saw a lot 
of things we've never seen before. 
It was like school. We saw 
historical paintings and statues. We 
learned about the House of 
Representatives for social studies. 
For math we figured out where 
Boston was. We wrote this story 
for writing and read it for reading. 
It's a good thing we wrote this on a 
computer because it would have 
taken a long time to write with 
pencil and paper.

Sixth grade 
schedule change

Several scheduling changes will 
affect sixth graders in Wilmington 
next year.In September, students 
will be following a six day cycle 
with seven and eight periods on 
alternating days. ‘ 

According to school officials, all 
levels of one subject will be taught 
at the same time in case a child has 
to change a class or level during the 
year, This, it was felt, would afford 
greater flexibility in each of the 
intermediate schools. 

At last Wednesday's meeting of 
the school committee, West 
Intermediate Principal James 
Jordan said sixth graders next year 
will take study skills for half a year 
and computer skills the rest of the 
year. Currently, the students are 
taking library skills courses. 


Another change, said Jordan, is 
the addition of a group guidance 
activity period when all students 
will report to their homerooms. 
The period will be set aside for 
such activities as assembly 
programs, peer programs, SADD 
activities, and Project Enterprise. 
By scheduling everything in one 
period, there should be less 
disruption in major classes, said 
officials. 

A last change is a chorus 
requirement for all sixth graders. 
Chorus will alternate with 
additional reading lessons. 

North Intermediate Principal 
Mary Driscoll stated that 
administrators had met with at least 
70 parents and the changes were 
“very well received." She expects 
another parent's meeting will be

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Miceli and Beckwith 
support toxic cutback 


Rep. Jim Miceli recently met with 
a committed group of concerned 
area residents on an important 
environmental and health issue, the 
Toxics Use Reduction bill. H 1749, 
which both Miceli and Wilmington 
Representative Geoffrey Beckwith 
co-sponsored this year. This is a 
strong bill whose passage would 
contribute greatly to solving the 
Massachusetts toxics problem, The 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group (MASSPIRG), a 
statewide citizens’ organization, is 
leading the fight to pass H 1749, 

Miceli listened to Joan Sadowski 
from Wilmington and others 
describe five key points of Toxics 
Use Reduction. Sadowski said 
everyone agrees that effective 
toxics use reduction needs to 
provide technical and financial 
assistance to industry, but other 
factors are equally important (such 
as required toxics reporting for 
each stage of the manufacturing 
Process; phasing out the most 
dangerous chemicals; establishing 


timetables for toxics reports, 
phase-outs, and use reduction plans; 
providing for citizen’and worker 
involvement in reviewing reports, 
developing plans, inspecting 
facilities, and suing violators; and 
granting the state the power to 
establish industry performance 
standards for achieving reduction). 

After hearing these critical 
points, Miceli responded by stating 
“It's an outstanding bill, very much 
needed, and one whose time has 
come.” The bill is currently in the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
and Miceli agreed to work hard to 
move the bill out of the committee 
aS soon as possible. 

Sadowski said that Miceli’s 
commitment to speaking out in 
favor of the bill will be a 
tremendous boost at this point in 
time, but she also said that more 
help is needed. “All other area

"To have credit is to have 
someone trust you, to believe in 
you, to have confidence in you,” 
said First Bank's Barry Pearson, 
credit manager, as he spoke to 
more than 50 couples who gathered 
at the Speare House in Lowell. 

Barry was one of three speakers 
ata recent seminar for engaged and 
newly-married couples that was 
Sponsored by First Bank. Other 
speakers included First Bank vice 
president and mortage officer 
Diane Costa, who discussed 
mortgage financing and First 
Banker loan officer Dan Sullivan, 
who covered aspects of money 
management, 

Vice President Pearson 
continued, "The first and easiest 
way to establish credit is to offer 
sufficient collateral, which will 
protect the creditor against loss. 
From a banker's point of view, the 
best collateral is cash, savings 
account or certificate of deposit.” 

Pearson also discussed other 
methods of establishing credit 
including having a co-signer on the 
loan. "Newly married couples are 
in a unique position,” the veteran 
credit manager said, "If one 
partner has a credit history, then 
jointly signing for a loan, the 
spouse with no credit starts a credit 
history. The other continues to 
build on his or her credit history." 

Another method of establishing 
credit, according to Pearson, is to 
show the creditor that "you have 
good credit character.” If you can 
show that you have been able to 
accumulate savings or obtain assets, 
have steady employment and 
residence, and have been 
establishing a positive relationship 
with your banker, he or she may 
extend you small credit.” 

One final note mentioned by 
Pearson was directed to what he 
called "those individuals who will 
be changing their names after they 
say, "I do.” "If you have established 
credit under your maiden name, 
you don't lose this credit history 
when you marry. When completing 
loan applications after you have

interviewer that your.credit history 
will be listed under your maiden 
name.” 

Also speaking that night was First 
Bank Mortgage Officer, Diane 
Costa. Costa told the group that in

It also includes information on 
when and how the selling price is to 
be paid, the dates when the buyer(s) 
will take possession of the property 
and how long the seller will allow 
the buyer to obtain financing. 

Dan Sullivan, who has been 
married less than two years 
himself, told the group that the best, 
way to get started on the right 
financial course is to develop your 
own financial statement in order to. 
determine your net worth, "It is a 
similar process that a business goes 
through to develop its financial 
statement," Sullivan said. "You add 
up your assets and subtract your 
liabilities to determine your net 
worth.” 

“Your financial statement can 
help you set your goals and plans 
because you can not only create a 
Statement that represents your 
current situation but you can 
develop a statement that will 
represent what you project your 
financial worth to be in one year, 
five years or even 10 years. By 
doing that you can refer back to the 
projected statement as the years go 
by to keep track of your progress 
and to rework your plans where 
necessary.”

Shawsheen River 
meeting 


Wednesday, May 25, the State 
Riverways Program and the 
Shawsheen Watershed Environ- 
mental Action Tea (SWEAT) will 
sponsor an open meeting to discuss 
preservation and recreational use 
of the Shawsheen River, The 
meeting will be held at the 
Tewksbury Rod and Gun Club at 79 
Chandler St., Tewksbury at 7 p.m. 

At the first meeting, in Andover 
on April 18, more than 20 people 
met to discuss goals, strategies, and 
ways various groups and 
individuals in towns throughout the 
watershed can work together to 
protect and beautify this 
remarkable natural resource. 

The Shawsheen River originates 
in Bedford and flows for 24 miles 
through Billerica, Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Andover, North 
Andover and Lawrence where it 
joins with the Merimack River. 
Large sections of Burlington, 
Lexington, Concord and Lincoln 
are also part of the watershed. 
Many small brooks and streams in 
these towns flow into the 
Shawsheen River. 

The Shawsheen River is a nar- 
row, winding river, seldom more 
than 40 feet wide. The name means 
“serpentine,” and like a snake the 
river twists and turns through wild 
meadows and thick forests. 
Although there are many natural 
and man-made obstructions to 
flow, the river has the potential to 
be a canoeist's dream. In fact, the 
Appalachian Mountain Club River 
Guide describes the upper 
Shawsheen River as one of the best 
one-day trips north of Boston.

Written discharge plan 

An act was signed into law in 
January that requires hospitals to 
have written discharged plan for all 
Medicare patients being discharged 
from the hospital. The plan must be 
given to the patient or his/her 
fepresentative, at least 24 hours 
prior to discharge. It must be 
written in large print and 
understandable language, defining 
the steps the patient must take if 
he/she does not agree with the plan. 
No hospital can discharge a 
Medicare patient unless they have 
read and signed such a plan and the 
patient has received a copy. If you 
do not agree with the plan you must 
appeal to the it of Public 
Health Advocacy Office. If the 
Advocacy office does not approve 
of the pian, they will inform the 
hospital what part of the plan needs 
correction. The hospital cannot 
charge the patient while they 
remain in the hospital for any 
hospital services they receive until 
an alternative plan is approved by 
the Advocacy Office.

‘Cannon said she is grateful for the 
townwide support, especidfly from 
the school PAC’s, the Wilmington 
Friends and Neighbors group, town 
officials, and the children 
themselves.

In looking ahead, Cannon said the 
Kidsplace Committee is planning to 
hold a dedication ceremony in 
September. At that time, the largest 
donors will be recognized and a 
special party will honor those who 
worked extra hard to make the 
Kidsplace dream a reality.

ackyard

“The vegetable garden does not 
have to be an "excuse me” corner of 
the yard. By that I mean our 
vegetable patch can be a very 
attractive part of the landscape if 
We add a little color here and there, 
long with trying to stay ahead of 
the weeds in July and August. 

Before we proceed in that 
direction, here is a suggestion to all 
of the pea growers out there. If 
you will follow this suggestion, I 
can almost guarantee you an 
improved harvest when the crop 
‘matures late in June. As we know, 
peas are a cool weather crop; plant 
in April, pick late June, replant that 
Spot to something else early in July. 
Itis the physiology of the pea plant 
Which dictates this cool weather life 
cycle. Once the temperatures are 
consistently in the high 70s and 80s, 
the entire pea plant above and 
below ground begins to deteriorate. 
We cannot do much about 
Controlling air temperature, but we 
can, to some extent, control soil 
temperatures. 

Peas do best when the 
temperature of the soil is kept 
fairly constant at 58 to 65 degrees. 
The way to keep the soil cool 
‘through June is to spread a three to 
four inch mulch around the base of 
the plants up and down the rows. I 
use grass clippings since (a) they act 
as an efficient soil insulator, (b) 
clippings are plentiful now, and (c) 
the price is right. In lieu of grass, 
leaves are fine, as is peat moss. 
Now is the time to do this, and you 
can look for the rewards late in 
June, 

About 20 years ago, I noticed 
quite by accident that the vegetables 
growing within three feet of my 
marigold border were healthier, 
stronger and faster growing than 
the plants further into the garden. 
Not knowing what to make of this, I 
wrote to the School of Plant 
Biology at UMass, Amherst, and 
described what I was seeing. A 
week or so later, I heard back from 
a botanist, who went into great 
detail describing the "marigold 
effect." The essense of this letter 
was that the roots of the marigold 
plant give off a sulphur compound 
into the soil which repels root 
chewing insects. The letter went on 
to say that many of the commercial 
Dutch bulb growers interplant 
marigolds between rows of tulips 
and daffodils, thereby harvestring 
bigger and healthier bulbs. 
Although my marigold border was 
planted purely for its visual effect, 
I was, without realizing it, gaining 
the secondary benefits of this 
"marigold effect."

Another reason I like to use 
marigolds in the vegetable garden 
is because they continue to bloom 
through most of the summer. The 
small rowing varieties (Burpee's 
"mule" marigolds are superb) make 
excellent borders, and are quite 
wind resistant, standing only 12 to 


14 inches tall. Clumped in groups 
of five or six plants here and there 
in the garden marigolds provide a 
cheery splash of color among the 
predominantly green vegetables. 
Dwarf marigold plants are in good 
supply this spring at area garden 
centers, priced at a couple of 
dollars for a flat of six to eight 
plants. 

I think it is safe to say that a 
relatively low percentage of 
vegetable growers (certainly less 
then half) grow their own cabbage, 
broccoli, and brussels sprouts. I 
have wondered why this is, since 
these plants of the cabbage family 
are quite easy to bring along. 
Perhaps you have tried once or 
twice, and have been turned off by 
the unsightly green cabbage worms 
which are a common pest. 

Experienced gardeners are 
familiar with the pure white moth 
which flutters around these plants 
in June and July, waiting to lay 
their eggs on the underside of the 
leaves. It is from these eggs that the 
green worms materialize a little 
later on, When the white moths are 
in evidence, some judiciously 
applied Sevin will prevent a serious 
infestation. We will spend more 
time in the area of insect control 
next month, considering both 
organic and inorganic methods. 

If you do grow broccoli or 
cabbage, now is the time to set the 
young seedling plants into the main 
garden. It is a little late to start 
from seed - I would suggest you 
purchase a dozen started plants 
from Mahoney's, Yentile’s or 
Pinewood Gardens. Three points to 
keep in mind when setting the 
young plants out: 1. handle them 
gently, so as to disturb their roots 
as little as possible, 2. set the plants 
a good 18 inches apart in the rows 
(you will be surprised at how 
quickly the space in between fills 
up) and 3. soak them thoroughly, to 
“set” them into the soil. If there is 
any secret to transplanting, it is to 
deliver plenty of water to the plants 
immediately after making the 
transition. 

It is still too early, by two weeks, 
to plant the cucumber seeds. The 
soil must be thoroughly warmed up 
before starting cukes. Next week 
we will plant green beans and 
peppers.

Bruce Street problem continues 


Drainage facilities at Bruce Street 
in Tewksbury will get a close 
once-over sometime in the near 
future. So the Board of Health and 
Public Health Director, Bill 
McMenimen, agreed on May 16 
They had just finished reviewing 
the problems, in a 40 minute talk 
with Bruce Street resident Bruce 
Frasco. 

Bruce Street has been a problem 
since last November, when the first 
report of "sewage in the storm 
drains" of Bruce Street was 
received. McMenimen found 
several storm drains with drain 
pipes leading into them at that time. 
He took samples of the water on 
three occasions 

The results were conflicting. The 
first time, McMenimen recalled on 
May 16th, indicated the possible 
presence of sewage. The second test 
was better. But there is also a 
question of iron in suspension, in 
two brooks, one coming from near 
the high school 

On May 10 McMenimen and Dr. 
LaPuck (PhD, Chemsitry) went to 
Bruce Street, where Dr. LaPuck 
took samples for analysis 
McMenimen is now awaiting the 
answers from LaPuck 

‘There are questions, McMenimen 
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told the Board of Health, on what 
causes the odors in the storm 
drains. There are, he said, “a 
number of pipes” in the catch 
basins, none of which were 
installed by the town. "I know for a 
fact that one of them is used to 
drain a cellar, using a sump punp." 

McMenimen did not identify the 
house, but Bruce Fasco, resident, 
spoke up to say “there are a lot of 
pipes there.” 

Both Frasco and McMenimen 
spoke of those pipes and agreed that 
the Tewksbury Department of 
Public Works had not given 
permission for the installation of 
the pipes to the catch basins. Frasco 
went on to talk of “bacteria and 
detergents" and “water borne 
diseases.” 

Frasco told the Board of Health 
that he had four children, who 
have to protect.” Last year, he said, 
mosquitoes in the neighborhood 
"seemed to be infectious.” He felt 
the same for this year, but also felt 
it might not be accurate. 

Frasco felt it was possible that 
"raw sewage was coming to his 
house.” "Neighbors" he said, 
certain house had sewerage 
draining into the storm drain. I'll 
do what I have to do, to protect my 


family" he added. 

Frasco described one pipe, 
leadi -g into a catch basin, as being 
“about two feet high." Presumably 
this means an outlet two feet above 
the water level, or above the 
ground level. He and McMenimen 
agreed they would look at that pipe 
sometime in the future. 

“I can concentrate on that pipe" 
said McMenimen. "If there is raw 
sewerage, then we will be able to 
take steps to get it corrected.” 

Frasco, who owns a home on two 
and a half acres, said his wife 
desires that some of the pipes be 
“blocked up.” McMenimen advised 
him not to do it 

“We are not looking to take that 
problem and put it somewhere else. 
We want it out of there, but it is up 
to the DPW and the Planning 
Board!" McMenimen said.

‘ou have to prove something 
before you take steps." Lindsay 
asked "Did the same builder build 
all those homes (on Bruce Street)? 

Frasco told the board that it was 
so, and that “nothing jibes with the 
plans. People there want to start a 
‘grass roots’ campaign.”

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Keep fishing simple 


by Bill Conlon 

Rough fish. Indeed. 

Trout, bass, pike, salmon and 
other high-flying species are called 
game fish. All are lively on the line 
and offer hours of sport. 

But the second-class fish, such as 
bluegills, perch, crappie (or calico 
bass for you townies) and carp are 
just as much fun if you try to make 
them so. 

Personally, | think bass have been 
given far too much attention over 
the past few years. Oh, I'm not one 
to turn up my nose at a six-pound 
bass any more than you are. And a 
midnight trip to the pond on a hot 
August night to tempt lunker bass 
with a black Jitterbug is my idea of 
Heaven on Earth. Nothing like it 

But there's an awful lot more to 
fishing than just big bass. 

On any Saturday afternoon, you 

can “drive the bus” around the TV 
dial (aren't remote control units 
great?) and find no fewer than a 
dozen high-tech fishing types, all of 
them speaking with slow Southern 
drawls, hauling in bass, hand over 
fist, out of some obscure impound- 
ment in east Texas. Really now! 

Bass, over the past few years, 
have become piscatorial superstars. 
Folks spend thousands of bucks 
apiece just to enter some of the big 
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“Call us First! You won't s 
have to call anyone else!’\

bass-fishing derbies down south, 
but is it really worth it? 

(In one way it is, sort of. Any 
bets on how much Bill Dance will 
make on fishing-tackle endorse- 
ments this year alone? For that kind 
of money, wouldn't you go fishing 
full-time? Ayup!) 

We're rapidly losing touch with 
how much fun it is just to go 
fishing. No pressure, no contests, 
no noise or hoopla -- just plain old 
catch-fish fishin’. And it's the trash 
fish that offer the most fun. 

Now don't for a second think that 
I'm giving up on bass fishing. My 
tackle box looks like a selection 
from the Bass Pro Shops catalog, 
with rubber worms, spinnerbaits, 
plugs, etc., etc. But there's more to 
fishing than just bass. A lot more. 

This time of year, the crappie are 
in the shallows, feeding like crazy 
before spawning. A good afternoon 
for me this time of year means at 
least a dozen crappie in a three hour 
trip, from eight to 12 inches each 

Tiny spinnerbaits trolled around 
the pond seem to work well, but a 
Heddon Tiny Torpedo trolled along 
the surface also takes its share of 
yellow-and-black calico bass. Since 
the state allows two lines, I use both 
at the same time, switching off if 
one is hot while the other is not.

And those calico bass don't go to 
waste, either. My wife, Mary Ann, 
just loves crappie for dinner. The. 
flesh is firm, white and sweet, and 
the meat is just about boneless after 
this scribe does his trick with the 
fillet knife. 

My 2-year-old daughter loves 
fish, though she can't quite say the 
word yet. (She pronounces it like 
Tsetse, as in the African fly.) 

When it's time to teach her the 
ways of string and hook, you can 
bank on the fact that I'll take her to 
the pond for perch and kibbies, not 
bass or trout. She'll have years of 
fun with those two “rough” fish, 
perhaps moving up some day to the 
more finicky species 

Perch and bluegill are delicious, 
although there isn't much meat on 
the smaller specimens. Some folks 
eat carp as well, though I'm not hot 
‘on the big mud-suckers. And some 
few people also happen to love eels 
too, but again I'm finicky. 

But there are more trash fish in 
any given pond than there are bass 
and trout combined. Next time you 
head to the water, deliberately fish 
for perch and kibbies. It takes a bit 
‘of mental effort to lower yourself 
to fishing for trash fish, but you'll 
catch more, and have more fun to 
boot. 

Leave the big bass for later. 
Right now, just go fishing

The whole idea behind the derby 
is to cut back on the rough fish in 
the pond, which derby organizer 
Kevin McDonough says compete 
with bass for available food. The 
derby is being co-sponsored by the 
Merrimack Valley Bass Masters, 
with help from the Greater Lowell 
Fly Fishers. The state says it's okay, 
so here's the ideal chance to 
combine derb, fishing with a day 
of fishing for the whole family. 

Incidently, there is no way short 
of chemical bombardment to wipe 
out kibbies. They may be hurt by 
the derby, but not eliminated. No. 

Incidently, the state is backing the 
Lake Mascuppic Association in its 
efforts to clean up the pond.

There he stands, a tall, nite

ure, with one plumpish kg olen id 
forward, holding what looks like a 
“heavy hands” weight, and appar- 
ently oblivious to the chip out of his 
nose. King Tut was a stripling com- 
pared with this guy. 

This is the Colossus of Ramesses 

Il, the great Egyptian leader, and 
he's had quite a journey getting to 
the Museum of Science in Boston for 
the opening of the exhibit 

He lay on his side for 3,000 
years, in mud. But in the last few 
years, newly spiffed up, he's been 
seen in Memphis, Tenn., and Denver 
by record-breaking crowds, some of 
which have been assigned a specific 
time by a computer to view him. 

Now, nearing the end of his tour, 
this giant statue has his own temple 

to dwell in. 

A little background on our hero. 
Ramesses ruled an area as far south 
‘as madern Sudan to northern Syria 
from 1279 to 1213 BC. He was a 
fierce warrior and Egypt's last great 
pharaoh. Some scholars think he is 
the pharaoh of the biblical Exodus. 
He had 100 wives (including one of 
his daughters) and sired about 90 
children. Called the greatest builder 
of his time, he erected monuments, 
temples, and statues during his 66- 
year reign. This 25-foot-tall statue, 
called the Colossus of Memphis, was 
carved from granite. 

The Colossus was found in 1962 
by workman in Memphis, Egypt, 
who were digging a foundation for a 
restaurant. But lack of funds pre- 
vented restoration until 1985, when 
the city of Memphis, Tenn., and the 
Egyptian Antiquities Organization, 
with funding from the Coca-Cola 

Bottling Company, joined in a coop- 
erative venture to restore the mas- 
sive statue for exhibition in the 
United States. 

The Colossus was not in great 
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shape when it was found. So 30 
conservators worked 16 hours a day 
for eight months filling in 

parts with powdered granite, 
poured concrete, and steel rods. 
Steel pins were added for stability 
and strength. Then they disassem- 
bled the statue into three parts for 
easier moving, which were packed 
into three padded crates and placed 
in a steel case to cross the Atlantic. 
Since 1987, the Colossus has been on 
the road. 

Throughout Ramesses’ visit to 
North America, he has received 
careful treatment, traveling in the 
middle of the night in a convoy of 
flatbed trucks and unmarked cars. 
Security is tight: Egyptian govern- 
ment officials accompany the ex- 
hibit. Lloyd's of London insured it 
for a top-secret sum. Boston brought 
out a SWAT team and bomb dogs for 
the first day of the installation. 

Everywhere this 57-ton statue 
goes, major adjustments have to be 
made. In Memphis, tiles had to be 
removed from the Memphis Conven- 
tion Center's ceiling. 

“We came within inches of not 
being able to show it," says Rita 
Freed, director of the Institute of 
Egyptian Art and Archaeology at 
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she noticed two young men also 
approaching the store.

and one from Brighton. 

“I was almost a rich man," 
says of the “instant car wash"’ 
they started in the '40’s at Bell 
Circle in Revere “‘on the way to 
the dog track.” 

“We charged $1.50 per car 
which was expensive and we 
actually had 28 people washing 
and drying the cars with 
towels,"” he says. “Some days 
we did as many as 300 cars. I got 
$50 a week which was a lot of 
money in those days."’ 

Each car drove onto a turn- 
table; a button was pressed; the 
car made a quarter turn; a 
chain was hooked onto the car, 
and away it went. “The car 
wash turned out to be a big 
winner and a big loser,” he 
Says. “Help was the big 
problem so we tried letting help 
go when things were slow and 
all of a sudden, we'd get a busy 
day and we couldn't do the cars, 
so after a while, it fizzled 
down.”” 

‘They advertised in the “Wall 
Street Journal” and were of- 
fered almost $35,000 - after an 
initial investment of $15,000 - 
but his partners decided not to 
sell. By then, Abe had met 
Helen through a mutual friend 
at the car wash, and it was time 
for the drugstore business. 

After three years in Nan- 
tasket ‘where there’s nothing 
doing during the winter,” they 
found a corner spot in Reading 
Square in 1954, a very quiet 
business. The former owner had 
painted the windows black so 
that “you had to stand outside to 
see if the bus was coming.”” 

They scraped the windows off 
with razor blades and dug in, 
gradually becoming known for 
their root beers and more. 
“When I first bought the store, 
we took in very little - about $40 
a day, under $300 a week,”’ he 
says. “In those days, a store 
had to take in about $700 to 
survive. It took about a year 
before it came to about $100 a 
day.” 

They couldn't afford much, 
got by when a recent pharmacy 
school graduate offered to help 
with the carpentry, the painting 
and the counter. “Even then, 
Abe used to give the senior 
citizens a break,’ says Helen.

Glaucoma is a disease in which elevated pressure within the eye causes damage 

to the optic nerve. There are two basic types of glaucoma: A) The open angle 
variety, where the eye is anatomically normal but fluid builds up either because of 
increased production or decreased ability to flow out of the drainage system (the 
mechanism for this is poorly understood at present), B) The narrow angle variety, 
where the eye is anatomically abnormal and the fluid drainage structures are 
crowded into a space that is too small causing fluid to backup and further compress 
the drainage structures. In this type of glaucoma, eye pressures can skyrocket to 
very high levels and, often at night one can experience such symptoms as eye 
pain, blurred vision and halos around lights. 

When eye pressure builds up, it causes damage at the point of least resistance 
in the eye which is the optic nerve. This in turn causes damage to the nerve cells 
which make up the optic nerve and can lead to development of visual field defects 
in the patient. One rarely goes blind from this disease but rather as the disease 
progresses, one develops a “tunnel vision" where things appear normal centrally 
but are absent from view peripherally. Thus, a person often may not realize he or 
she has glaucoma because the central visual field is spared until the very end. 
However, the condition can be detected in comprehensive eye exams. 

While most people with glaucoma have eye pressures which are elevated above 
normal (i.e. greater than 20 mm. of mercury), some people with "normal" eye 
pressure cannot withstand even that degree of pressure to their optic nerves often 
because of pre-existing optic nerve disease. Thus, a normal eye pressure does not 
tule out glaucoma and a careful dilated fundus exam by an ophthalmologist must 
always be performed to study the optic nerves. 

People who should be examined for glaucoma are 1) Anyone experiencing eye 
pain, halos around lights and blurred vision especially in the dark, 2) Anyone with a 
family history of peace (as the disease tends to run in families) and 3) Anyone

(as the disease becomes more prevalent in older age groups), 


Treatment consists of eyedrops, laser procedures and surgery (which is a last 
resort) depending on the type of glaucoma and the stage of its progress. The best 
treatment, though, is early detection. The earlier the disease is discovered, the 
earlier it can be treated and controlled before optic nerve damage develops. A 
comprehensive eye exam can often detect early glaucoma that would otherwise 


get missed.

50 MILLION ON THE MOVE 

‘The month of May historically 
has signalled the start of the 
busy moving season and this 
year is predicted to be one of the 
busiest ever. 

If projections hold up, 50 
million Americans will be in- 
volved in a change of address 
some time during 1988.Moving 
activity had deciined 
significantly during the first 
part of this decade, but it did a 
sharp turnabout in 1985 and has 
continued on an upward spiral 
ever since. The percentage of 
people who moved annually 
dropped almost to 16 percent 
during the late 1970s and it 
continued at that level through 
1984. It had consistently been at 
20 percent, or more, for the 30 
years previous to that 

Richard L. Russell, president 
of Mayflower Transit, Inc., one 
of the nation’s leading van lines, 
said that level of activity held 
up in 1986 and 1987. He predicted 
the industry will set new 
records in 1988, both for number 
of shipments and revenues. 

“Housing starts have 
remained at a high level and a 
large inventory of new housing 
translates into a chain reaction 
of moving,” explained Russell. 
“Homeowner A moves into a 
new home and Homeowner B 
moves into the home previously 
occupied by Homeowner A. 
Homeowner C moves into 
Homeowner B's house and it 
keeps on going.” 

Russell said corporate moves 
also were on the rise. Most of 
these are long-distance or in- 
terstate moves which account 
for about 17 percent of all 
moves. 

Because nearly two-thirds of 
the moves take place between 
the period of May 1 and October

In many non-service in- 
dustries — manufacturing, 
retailing or wholesaling, in- 
ventory is the most valuable 
asset on the books. But in how 
many of these businesses is 
inventory management and 
control given the attention a 
valuable asset requires? 

In many instances, too much 
inventory is on hand. This often 
leads to diminished profits due 
to heavy carrying costs: ad- 
ditional warehouse personnel, 
inefficient packing and 
distribution because of over- 
crowded warehouses, ad- 
ditional rent or capital costs to 
store inventory, additional 
insurance and interest charges 
for borrowed money tied up in 
inventory. 


In businesses that are 
required to maintain large and 
diverse inventories, one of the 
most burdensome tasks is the 
annual physical counting of 
inventory. In most cases, this is 
a time-consuming and ex- 
pensive process. 

“Cycle counting” may be a 
cost effective way of reducing 
the annual drudgery and 
providing better control. This 
inventory management tool 
involves counting different 
portions of the inventory 
throughout the year. 

Inventory items are sorted by 
cost. In most inventories, the 
“80/20 rule” holds. That is, 80 
percent of the inventory’s value 
is in 20 percent of its items. 


valuable items frequently 
during the year, and count the 
least valuable items once a 
year. Using this system will 
reduce the extent of the coun- 
ting and time required. It also 
gives a better grasp off what is 
in the inventory with an ac- 
curate and controlled perpetual 
inventory record. Cycle 
counting can be a money-saving 
device in many inventories.

50 MILLION ON THE MOVE 

‘The month of May historically 
has signalled the start of the 
busy moving season and this 
year is predicted to be one of the 
busiest ever. 

If projections hold up, 50 
million Americans will be in- 
volved in a change of address 
some time during 1988.Moving 
activity had deciined 
significantly during the first 
part of this decade, but it did a 
sharp turnabout in 1985 and has 
continued on an upward spiral 
ever since. The percentage of 
people who moved annually 
dropped almost to 16 percent 
during the late 1970s and it 
continued at that level through 
1984. It had consistently been at 
20 percent, or more, for the 30 
years previous to that. 

Richard L. Russell, president 
of Mayflower Transit, Inc., one 
of the nation’s leading van lines, 
said that level of activity held 
up in 1986 and 1987. He predicted 
the industry will set new 
records in 1988, both for number 
of shipments and revenues. 

‘‘Housing starts have 
remained at a high level and a 
large inventory of new housing 
translates into a chain reaction 
of moving,” explained Russell. 
“Homeowner A moves into a 
new home and Homeowner B 
moves into the home previously 
occupied by Homeowner A. 
Homeowner C moves into 
Homeowner B's house and it 
keeps on going.” 

Russell said corporate moves 
also were on the rise. Most of 
these are long-distance or in- 
terstate moves which account 
for about 17 percent of all 
moves. 

Because nearly two-thirds of 
the moves take place between 
the period of May 1 and October

In many non-service in- 
dustries — manufacturing, 
retailing or wholesaling, in 
ventory is the most valuable 
asset on the books. But in how 
many of these businesses is 
inventory management and 
control given the attention a 
valuable asset requires? 

In many instances, too much 
inventory is on hand. This often 
leads to diminished profits due 
to heavy carrying costs: ad- 
ditional warehouse personnel, 
inefficient packing and 
distribution because of over- 
crowded warehouses, ad- 
ditional rent or capital costs to 
store inventory, additional 
insurance and interest charges 
for borrowed money tied up in 
inventory. 


In businesses that are 
required to maintain large and 
diverse inventories, one of the 
most burdensome tasks is the 
annual physical counting of 
inventory. In most cases, this is 
a time-consuming and ex- 
pensive process. 

“Cycle counting’ may be a 
cost effective way of reducing 
the annual drudgery and 
providing better control. This 
inventory management tool 
involves counting different 
portions of the inventory 
throughout the year. 

Inventory items are sorted by 
cost. In most inventories, the 
“80/20 rule” holds. That is, 80 
percent of the inventory's value 
is in 20 percent of its items. 

Knowing this, a cycle system 
can be devised to count the most 
valuable items frequently 
during the year, and count the 
least valuable items once a 
year. Using this system will 
reduce the extent of the coun- 
ting and time required. It also 
gives a better grasp off what is 
in the inventory with an ac- 
curate and controlled perpetual 
inventory record, Cycle 
counting can be a money-saving 
device in many inventories.

Highlights of the 
exhibition include the gold, 
blue, and magenta printed silk 
velvet gown worn by Mary 
Pickford in Dorothy Vernon of 
Haddon Hall (1924); Rene 
Hubert’s red velvet coronation 
robes worn by Marlon Brando 
as Napoleon in Desiree (1954); 
Walter Plunket's grey wool and 
blue velveteen dress worn by

In the art of costume design 
for period films, designers 
strive to transcend the styles 
and tastes of their era.

most identifiable. Beating, 
slapping, kicking or other 
physical inflictions may result 
in welts, sprains, burns, 
bruises, dislocations, or even 
death. 

NEGLECT ranges from the 
caregiver's failure to give 
medicine, food or personal care 
to an elder to the withholding of 
dentures, hearing aids or 
eyeglasses to allowing an elder 
to live in unsanitary conditions. 
Neglect may be financial ex- 
ploitation that results in denial 
of basis necessities of life.
